A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/lew.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed to amend claim to recite that the closed end of 
the receptacle being generally parabolic-shaped and that the apertures being configured distal the closed end. 
Examiner stated that such a limitation concerning the apertures does not preclude a closed end having apertures 
therein since the claim only recites that there are apertures present which are distal the closed end, in other words it 
does not say that the closed end is solid without apertures. Examiner also stated that the prior art of record each 
disclose generally parabolic closed ends as recited since the shape is generally that of a parabola and applicant is not 
specifically claiming the parabolic curve using a mathematical equation to give an exact shape. Applicant also argued 
that the prior art of record does not particularly disclose that the prior art of record does not disclose the receptacle 
being resiliently deformable wherein the device returns to an original shape when deformed. Examiner argued that 
although the Kandlbinder et al. '260 and Wood '982 may disclose mesh bags that do not exhibit resilient deformability, 
Benjamin '197 exhibits some resilient deformability. Examiner stated that the resiliency of the material used to form the 
desired invention should not be relied upon in an attempt to define the claims over the prior art of record. Examiner 
stated that a particular distance of the closed end from which the apertures begin on the receptacle would not define 
over the prior art of record since Figs. 10 and 10A appear to show a closed end (700) with apertures (in the mesh of 
12) beginning therebehind. Applicant will attempt to further define the desired invention over the prior art of record and 
send in a formal response for fomial consideration. 
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
